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SUBJ: POSSIBLE GOP STATEMENT RE EXPELLING OE PEACE CORPS 

1. FONMINISTRY PRESS OFEICER PAURA HAS INFORMED EMBASSY 
THAT GOP IS CONSIDERING TWO DIFFERENT VERSIONS OF A 
POSSIBLE STATEMENT EXPLAINING GOP REASONS FOR EXPELLING 
PEACE CORPS. FAURA INDICATED THAT FONMIN DE LA FLOR, 

WHO HAD PREVIOUSLY PROMISED ME GOP WOULD CONSIDER 
ISSUING SUCH A STATEMENT, HAS TAKEN THE TWO DRAFTS 
TO TODAY'S CABINET MEETING FOR PRESIDENT VELASCO'S 
REVIEW (AND PRESUMABLY THAT OF OTHER CABINET MEMBERS AS 
WELL). PAURA SAID HE HOPES THAT GOP STATEMENT 
WILL BE ISSUED TONIGHT AND APPEAR IN LOCAL PRESS 
TOMORROW (NOVEMBER 20). 

2. 1 DUSCUSSED SUCH A STATEMENT WITH FONMIN DE LA 
FLOR, FONMINISTRY SECGEN GARCIA BEDOYA AND 
FAURA IN A SERIRES OF CONVERSATIONS LATE LAST WEEK, 

AND ALL AGREED THAT A GOP STATEMENT GIVING DUE RECOG- 
NITION TO THE USEFUL PEACE CORPS CONTRIBUTIONS OF 
THE LAST 12 YEARS WOULD BE IN ORDER. ALL THREE PROMISED 
ME THAT THEIR INTENTIONS THIS REGARD. WHETHER PRESIDENT 
VELASCO (AND THE CABINET) WILL GO ALONG WITH ONE 
OR ANOTHER OF FAURA'S DRAFTS REMAINS TO BE SEEN. 
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3. IF FOR ANY REASON GOP DECIDES NOT TO ISSUE EORTH- 
COMING STATEMENT RE PEACE CORPS ACTIVITIES I PLAN 

TO RELEASE THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT TO LIMA MEDIA. THIS 
STATEMENT AVOIDS POLEMICS BUT WOULD NEVERTHELESS SET 
THE RECORD STRAIGHT AS TO WHAT THE PEACE CORPS HAS 
ACCOMPLISHED IN PERU AND THE CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER WHICH 
THE 1962 PEACE CORPS AGREEMENT HAS BEEN TERMINATED BY 
THE GOP. IT IS HOPED THAT IT WOULD REMOVE SOME OE THE STING 
OE RECENT ALLEGATIONS AGAINST THE PEACE CORPS IN PERU AND SERVE 
A USEEUL PURPOSE IN REPLAY IN OTHER CITIES OE THE HEMISPHERE 
STATE EOLLOWS: 

4. QUOTE. IN DIPLOMATIC NOTES SENT TO THE U.S. EMBASSY EARLY THIS 
MONTH, THE REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT OE THE ARMED EORCES OE PERU 
EXPRESSED ITS DECISION TO TERMINATE THE 1962 AGREEMENT BETWEEN OUR 
TWO COUNTIRES PROVIDING EOR THE SERVICES IN PERU OE PEACE CORPS 
VOLUNTEERS. IN THESE NOTES THE GOVERNMENT EXPLAINED THAT HENCEEORTH 
IT WOULD USE ITS OWN RESOURCES TO PERFORM THE DESIRED TASKS AND 
THEREEORE THE SERVICES OE THE VOLUNTEERS WOULD NO LONGER BE NECESSARY 

THE NOTES ALSO EXPRESS THE APPRECIATION OE THE PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT 
EOR THE SERVICES THAT THE U.S. VOLUNTEERS HAVE PROVIDED. 

QUOTE. UNEORTUNAELY THERE HAVE BEEN UNEOUNDED ALLEGATIONS AND 
SPECULATION THAT U.S. PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS HAVE BEEN INVOLVED IN 
POLITICAL OR INEORMATION-GATHERING ACTIVITIES OE AN INTELLIGENCE 
NATURE. SUCH ACTIVITIES WOULD HAVE VIOLATED THE BASIC PERU-US 
AGREEMENT AND THE LAWS OE BOTH COUNTIRES. THEY HAVE NOT OCCURRED. 

QUOTE PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS ENTERED PERU PURSUANT TO THE 
BASIC 1962 AGREEMENT AND SUBSEQUENT SPECIFIC INTER-GOVERNMENTAL 
ACCORDS. THEIR ASSIGNMENTS HAVE BEEN APPROVED BY THE REVOLUTIONARY 
GOVERNMENT OF THE ARMED EORCES THROUGH THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN 
RELATIONS AND THE NATIONAL PLANNING INSTITUTE. THESE VOLUNTEERS 
HAVE WORKED UNDER THE SUPERVISION OE PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT OEEICIALS, 
AND ONLY IN THOSE PARTICULAR AREAS AND PROJECTS EOR WHICH THEIR 
SERVICES WERE REQUESTED BY THE PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT. THESE PROGRAMS 
HAVE BEEN IN THE EIELDS OF AGRICULTURE, PUBLIC HEALTH, EORESTRY, 
EISHERIES, NUTRITUION, ENGINEERING AND IRRIGATION. AT NO TIME DID 
PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS DEPART FROM THE ACTIVITIES RELATED TO THEIR 
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ASSIGNEMTNS AS AGREED TO BY THE REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT OE THE 
ARMED FORCES TO BECOME ENGAGED IN POLITICAL OR INEORMATION-GATHERING 
ACTIVITY. THE REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT WOULD NOT HAVE ALLOWED IT. 

THE U.S. GOVERNMENT HAS EXPRESSLY EORBIDDEN IT. NEITHER THE 
PEACE CORPS DIRECTOR NOR I WOULD HAVE PERMITTED IT. 

QUOTE IN GNERAL PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS ARE DEDICATED SELE- 
SACRIEICING INDIVIDUALS WHO HAVE EARNED THE RESPECT, ERIENDSHIP AND 
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GRATITUTDE OF THE MANY PEOPLE WITH WHOM THEY HAV WORKED OR HAVE 
BEEN ASSOCIATED. THEY HAVE MADE A POSITIVE CONTRIBUTION IN THOSE 
AREAS IN WHICH THEY WORKED. THEY HAVE COOPERATED IN THE ONGOING 
PROCESS OF ECONOMIC-SOCIAL CHANGE NOW UNDERWAY IN PERU. I 
BELIEVE THEY HAVE CONTRIBUTED TO A BETTER UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN 
OUR TWO COUNTIRES. I AM CERTAIN THAT THE MANY HUNDREDS OF 
VOLUNTEERS WHO HAVE HAD THE PRIVILEGE TO SERVE IN PERU ARE BETTER 
HUMAN BEINGS FOR THEIR EXPERIENCE AND WILL CARRY WITH THEM FOR 
THE REST OF THEIR LIVES A SENSE OF APPRECIATION AND DEEP FRIENDSHIP 
FOR THIS COUNTRY AND ITS PEOPLE. UNQUOTE.
